Father Fasanotti in a conversation with 
your correspondent to-night, said: “These 
words refer to the then existing fact that 
only us three at that moment knew he had 
poison.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


POLICE COURT CASES. 


C h a rle s S h rew sb u ry D em an d s a T ria l by 
J u ry . 
lu the Police Court yesterday morning 
Charles Shrewsbury was arraigned on a 
charge of petit larceny. 
H e pleaded not 
guilty and demanded a jury trial, and alto 
requested that the Court appoint counsel 
to defend him . Judge Buckley informed 
him that he could have a jury trial on 
Thursday morning at 10 o’clock, but that 
it was not within the power of the Court to 
compel an attorney to defend him . He 
would, however, speak to some of the at­ 
torneys practising at that bar and see if any 
of them would volunteer. 
Shrewsbury is 
accused of stealing a pair of shoes, valued 
at $2, from one Joseph French, who took 
them off to ease his feet while be took a 
nap in the briuh near the north end of the 
bridge over the China Slough at Third 
street. It is alleged that Shrewsbury gave 
the shoes to a woman, who sold them on I 
street for twenty cents. 
Trail Sung and Ah Ching were present 
to answer to the charge of selling lottery 
tickets. They were arrested on Saturday 
night by officer Green, the former at a place 
on Sixth street between J and K, and the 
latter at the so-called Japanese store on K 
street between Seventh and Eighth. Green 
bought Chinese lottery tickets of them and 
then took them into custody. When their 
cases were called they both pleaded guilty, 
and promptly paid the fine of $10 in each 
case imposed by the Court. 
Joe Peters was arraigned on a charge of 
battery, Martin Welch being the complain­ 
ing witness. 
Frank Easterbrook appeared 
for the defendant and wanted the trial to 
proceed at once, but on motion of the 
prosecution the case was postponed until 
to-morrow morning. 
Charles Graham and a Finlander named 
John Finsoll admitted that they had been 
drunk, but were discharged because it was 
their first appearance. 
In the case of E. F. Chase, charged with 
embezzlement, W. A. Anderson, counsel 
for defendant, asked that the case go ovc-r 
until Tuesday, October 2d. 
There was no 
objection and it was so ordered. 
Joe Daniel was fined $10 for disturbing 
the peace. 
The examination of John O'Neil, charged 
with grand larceny, was commenced and 
the testimony of Edward Younger, Dan. 
Fitzgerald and Fred W. Ingham taken, 
after which the case was continued until 
this morning on account of the absence of 
other important witnesses. 
O’Neil 
is 
charged with stealing $240 in money and a 
gold watch worth $500 
from 
Edward 
Younger, at Agricultural Park early in the 
morning of the 16:h of September. He 
was arrested in Oakland on the same day 
with the watch aud $113 upon his person. 
He claimed that he found tfie watch near 
the main entrance of the park at half past 
eleven o’elock on the night of the 15tl¡, and 
that the money he won on Victor. 
Mr. 
Younger testified yesterday that he had his 
watch when he returned to his tent at the 
Park at one o’clock on the morning of the 
16th, and put it under his head before he 
went to sleep. H e was a light sleeper, and 
from the sensations he experienced white 
asleep and when he awoke he believe he 
was chloroformed. 


THE YELLOW FEVER. 


T he G o v ern o r U rges th e S tate B o a rd ot 
H e a lth to Vigorous A ctiou. 
In view of the rapid spread of the yellow 
fever the Governor yesterday forwarded the 
following letter to the Secretary of the 
Board of H ealth: 
Executive Detabtmext,

State of Caukobnia, 
V 
Sac.-.amento, September 24,1838.) 
jDr. tí. O. Tyrrell, Secretary Slate Buard of Health, 
Sacramento—Deab S ir: In view of the tact that 
yellow fever is an epidemic in several of the 
boutbem States and that its spreading is to be 
feared, aud in order to guard and protect our 
own people against an invasion of so torrible a 
scourge. I desire that the State Board ol Health 
shall bring every appliance to bear that may be 
considered necessary in order th at its entrance 
into this State, cither from the south or north, 
may be prevented. Wherever the power of the 
Board will perm it see th at the inspectors are 
appointed, who thoroughly understand their 
duties aud will properly and honestly fullfil 
them, and should it be necessary to appoint or 
require the services of inspectors in localities 
not within the limits of California, it would be 
advisable to consult with the proper authorities 
at Washington in regard to the m atter. I do 
not desire to ham per you with anv suggestions 
of my own, relying upon the intelligence aud 
good judgment of the Board to carryout my 
views in the m atter, requesting that i m ay be 
informed of the progress of events in connec­ 
tion with the subject now under consideration.

Dr. Tyrrell has ju s t returned from a trip 
to the eouthern portion of the State, going 
as far south as Point Loma, where a new 
quarautine station has been established, it 
being at the entrance to the harbor of San 
Diego. 
He says that a new line of steam­ 
ers has been established between Lopaz, 
Mazatlanand Guaymas; the travel between 
those ports and California is constantly in ­ 
creasing. and, as the yellow fever is more 
or less epidemic in all those ports, they 
should be carefully guarded. H e says the 
State Board will 
appoint a competent 
inspector to watch ati trains coming into 
the State from the south, a3 some of the 
Jacksonville refugees may head this way. 
H e is of the opinion that should the dread 
disease ever get a foothold in the warm 
valleys of this State it would be difficult to 
get rid of it. 


Lovers of B aseball. 
The many in the city who love to see a 
first-class game of baseball will be gratified 
to learn that arrangements have been made 
to have the Stockton club and the Green- 
hood A Morans play here next Sundav, 
September 30th, at Snowflake Park. This 
will be the first appearance of the Stockton 
club in Sacramento, and the event wilt fill 
the graud and special stands. Owing to 
the heavy expense occurred in bringing 
the clubs here, the ladies w ill be charged 
an admission fee of 25 cents as well ns the 
gentlemen. 


T he Spring*. 
A correspondent writing from Saratoga 
Springs, in Bake county, says that there 
have been many improvements there, and 
that the season has been a most successful 
one. 
An addition, forty by seventy feet, 
two stories high, with "twenty-two new 
rooms, has been made to the hotel, and the 
grounds have been beautified. 
Extensive 
improvements have also oeen made at 
Bartlett Springs, where the season has been 
equally successful. 


O bstructing a H ighw ay. 
The case of Peter Marlett vs. W. S. 
Jacobs was on trial before Judge Van Fleet 
in Department Two of the Superior Court 
yesterday.

THE CITY SCHOOLS. 


They Opeu A gain N ext M onday—Report* 
of Various C om m ittees. 
The regular monthly meeting of the City 
Board of Education was held at the office 
of the Superintendent last evening. 
All 
the members were present except Director 
Hopkins, who is absent from the city. 
Director Chipman, Chairman o f the 
Furniture and Supply Committee, made a 
lengthy report, detailing the improvements 
that had been made in the various schools, 
and stated that the building at the Orphan 
Asylum needed whitening and the desks 
some little repairs. This work was ordered 
done immediately. 
Chairman of the Library Committee, Di­ 
rector Skelton, stated that the Principal of 
the High School desired a Latin and a 
French dictionary and some other books, 
amounting in all to about $25. 
Their pur­ 
chase was ordered. 
Mr. Davis, of the Building and Repair 
Committee, read a long list of improve­ 
ments that had been made to the various 
yards, buildings and fences. 
The salary of Professor Lipowitz. as 
teacher of German, was increased from 
$100 to $110 per month. 
He also receives 
$50 per month as Principal of the night 
school. 
On motion, all the booksellers in the city 
were allowed to sell ihe State series of text­ 
books at the established State price. One 
firm offered $55 aud another $25 for the ex­ 
clusive privilege. 
The biil of James Touhey for $412 64. for 
graveling streets in front of school build­ 
ings, was allowed. 
The stationery contract was awarded lor 
the ensuing year to C. S. Houghton. 
The amount of available money on hand 
is about $18,000, which will run the schools 
to the first of December. T ie salaries for 
the month of December will have to be 
paid out of the county tax, which can be 
made available at that time. 
L. C. Chf.iidler asked for the admission of 
a Chinese lad to the public schools. This 
created some discussion and some of the 
members were inclined to oppose it. It was 
stated that not long since a Chinese young 
lady graduated from the High School with 
honors. She lived with her father, a Chi­ 
nese butcher od I street, aud was bright, in­ 
telligent and lady-like. 
Director Martin referred the Board to 
Section I6G2 of the Political Code, which 
reads as follow s: 
“ Every school, unless otherwise pro­ 
vided by law. must be open for the ad­ 
mission of ail children between six and 
twenty year;. :.f age residing in the district, 
and the Board of Trustees, or City Boatd of 
Education, have power to admit adults and 
children not residing in the district, when­ 
ever good reasons exist3 therefor. Trustees 
shall have power to exclude children of 
filthy or vicious habits, or children suffer­ 
ing from contagious or infectious diseases, 
and also to establish separate schools for 
children of Mongolian or Chinese descent. 
When such separate schools are established, 
Chinese or Mongolian children must not 
be admitted into any other schools.” 
The prevailing opinion 
of the Board 
seemed to be that the boy had a right to be 
admitted. The entire matter of giving him 
a permit was referred to the Oitv Superin­ 
tendent. 
Mis3 Minnie Keefer, who is teaching at 
Twenty-fourth and N, was transferred to 
the Capitol Grammar School to teach Miss 
Klippel’s class, the latter having a leave of 
absence for the next three months. Miss 
Tower, the first substitute, will teach Miss 
Keefer’s class 
during that time.

Ebert was promoted to the night school.

The following ordinance was introduced 
and read a first time. It is aimed at the 
dodger nuisance: 
Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to throw or deposit rubbish, garbage, 
tilth or refuse m atter of any kiud in or on any 
street, alley, lot or sidewalk within the city 
limits. 
Section 2. It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons to throw, deposit or distribute dodg­ 
ers or similar printed or written m atter in or on 
any street, alley, sidewalk or lot w ithin the city 
limits. 
Section 3. Any person or persons violating the 
provisions of this ordinance shall, upon convic­ 
tion thereof, be punished by a fine in the sum 
not to exceed $200, or by imprisonment in the 
city prison not to exceed ten davs, or by both 
such fine and imprisonment. 
After allowing a number of bills the 
Board adjourned. 


A M ysterious P ack age. 
The San Francisco Bulletin ot last even­ 
ing contained the following information : 
“The mysterious package which was picked 
np two weeks ago near Captain Douglass' 
office at the Old City Hall has been ac­ 
counted for.

The samples of wine and brandy tested 
were taken from each exhibit by Super; *1- 
tendent LaRue, and the 
entire 
bottle 
wrapped in paper and numbered, so that 
the experts who made the test were unfa­ 
miliar with the maker’s name. The awards 
were made from taste solely, and after an­ 
nouncement other connoisseurs were in­ 
vited to sample the wines, and in each cese 
the report of the experts was concurred in. 
The award for the best general display 
was given to H. W. Crabb, of Napa, as this 
gentleman bad twenty-four different vari­ 
eties, and was awarded a greater number of 
premiums than other exhibitors; the qual­ 
ity of all wines and brandies exhibited 
was superior to «ny exhibit heretofore 
made, and showed much improvement in 
their manufacture. 
The red wine from Mr. Hellwig’s winery 
at Nevada City was five years old, and was 
pronounced by samplers as superior to any 
wine on exhibition. 
The Riesling of Gundlach & Co , of San 
Francisco, had a most palatable taste, re­ 
taining the natural flavor of the grape, 
showing that careful vintage bad accom­ 
plished the result. 
The “ Cabernet” (claret) of M. M. Estee, 
of Napa, has a taste that is not equaled by 
any young wine ever shown iu California, 
aud will no doubt prove an unexcelled 
marketable article. 
M. S. Neyis, of this city, carries off, as 
usual, the premium on sherry. This wine 
is pronounced by experts to be of excellent 
quality and bouquet. 
. 
A detailed report on these wines and 
brandic-s wilt be made by the experts and 
printed in the Society’s annual report.

starling away back in 1870 with a produc­ 
tion of about 5,000 boxes, in the course of 
eighteen years has increased the product to 
fully 1,000,000 boxes, of twenty pounds 
each, or say, 20,000,000 pounds of raisins, 
equaling about 75 000,000 pounds of fresh 
Muscat grapes. One reason for the magni­ 
ficent increase of this industry has been 
the duty on the Spanish raisins, which has 
enabled California 
shippers to produce 
their goods end pay the freight rates pre­ 
vailing overland, to compete with the 
Spanish product. In fact, so much head­ 
way has been gained by ocr California 
shippers rind growers, and the out-turn of 
our vineyards has been of such finequality, 
that the Spanish producers nave become 
thoroughly alarmed, and areworking earn­ 
estly for a reduction of duties. Now, any­ 
thing which tends to reduce these duties, 
taken just so much off the California pro­ 
ducers, which as can easily be seen, is a 
gross injustice and hardship to the thou­ 
sands oi owners ot small raisin vineyards 
row scattered throughout the State. Their 
livelihood is only insured by maintaining 
duties against the foreign article, and, if 
anything, these duties should be increased 
rather than reduced. 
Every man who bee the interest of Cali­ 
fornia producers at heart, whether he it 
himself directly interested or not, cannot 
but see the hardship which must restrlt 
from this proposed reduction in the tariff. 
W ith tbe proper duties maintained on rai­ 
sins of foreign production, new vineyards 
throughout California will continually be 
set out. affording the owner a fair return on 
his capital and eventually driving out every 
box of imported raisins, thus keeping the 
purchase money at home instead of send­ 
ing it abroad. The reduction of duties on 
raisins, ns well«3 on prunes, will be a very 
serious blow to California. It means ruin 
to hundreds -of our 
smaller 
growers 
throughout the Slate, who do not have the 
means, outside- of their vineyards, to m ain­ 
tain life.
